6. Headquarters Comment ; None of the above is substantially new 
or precisely accurate information but fills in and perhaps c? Ties 
certain points concerning HASS activity already revealed in £ H aj*i 
earlier traffic. It is interesting to note that in the past year EDER, 
HCETTL, and HASS have independently approached or attempted tr approach 
Soviet Intelligence authorities, underlining the basically opportunistic 
and rudderless behavior of these ex-Abwehr and SD personalities. The 
multiple n burning" of the entire group and their harassment by a grow- 
ing number of western services reduces their status to that of CE prob- 
lems and targets from their previous position as operational collabora- 
tors.
